Mr. Zbuch alſo began his Compilement in 1648. and continued it to 
1717. but he copied the errors of the firſt Edition, introduced many 
others, and was likewiſe guilty of great omiſſions.” s 

Mr. Salmon collected the Laws from 1717, to 1738. and his Com- 
pilement, in conjunction with Mr. Zouch's, are the only Editions that 
have been uſed for many years paſt; and they have gone through different 
Impreffions, without the Sanction of the Legiſlature. Mr. Salmor's, is 
the moſt correct of theſe ſeveral Publications, though by no means 
accurate: He was particularly careleſs with reſpect to dates, not one 
Act in his whole Collection being dated; but is however chargeable with 
fewer errors, and ſeems to have given more ſatisfaction than either of his

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I have now briefly recited every form in which the Laws of Barbados 
have appeared; yet by enumerating the errors of the preceding Editions, 
I do not mean to raiſe the merit of my own : I rather thought it incum- 
bent on me, to give ſome account of them; and as I have advanced. only 
facts, which will ever ſpeak for themſelves, the truth of my aſſertions 
may eaſily be diſcovered, and any falſchoods with as much facility 
detected. , - | 

The Acts paſſed ſince 1738. have been uſed in Manuſcript ; which 
were copied from the Records, and atteſted by the aCting Secretary : this 
method, the only one hitherto uſed, did not afford general ſatisfaction; as 
the Acts could not be tranſcribed with the expedition many caſes required; 
and the accidents are alſo well known, to which loofe papers particularly 
are liable. | | | | 
| Theſe ſeveral matters having been clearly evinced to the Legiſlature, 
who judged a new and pert Edition of their Laws abſolutely neceſſary ; 
they were pleaſed to paſs an Act in 1762. “ therein expreſſing themſelves, 
with reſpect to my late Father, in the moſt favourable. terms; author- 
izing me to publiſh ſuch an Impreſſion, from his, corrected book of 
Laws, which upon his death had fallen into my hands; and accepting 
the exertion of the few abilities I poſſeſs, for continuing the work; com- 
manding me to carry the ſame into immediate execution: for which purpoſe, 
I was veſted with ample powers, the Act declaring, that my Edition 
when printed, ſworn to, and ſigned by myſelf, my Executors, Adminiſ- 
trators or Aſſigns, ** Should be deemed, taken, and held a good lawful Statute- 
& book of this Iſland of Barbados, with regard to the Laws inſerted therein at 
« length, in all Courts and upon all occafions whatſoever, as the Statute-book 
« of the Laws of England, is deemed, held and taken in that Kingdom; and 
« that any other Impreſſion of the ſaid Laws whatſoever, ſhould be of no man- 
« ner of force or validity in any Courts, or on any occaſion within the Hand 
« aforeſaid.” 

1 15 next Clauſe ſtrictly prohibits all perſons from importing into, 
or expoſing to Sale within that Iſland, any of the ſaid Statute- books, 
not printed by my order, and for my benefit, under a penalty; to be 
recovered in a ſummary way, and employed to my uſe. | 30 

With theſe advantages, added to the promiſes of aſſiſtance, which I 
afterwards received, from ſome Gentlemen eminent in the Law, and 
many others, (to whoſe merit and friendſhip, I ſhould here moſt gladly 
have paid the tribute ſo juſtly due, had not their diſintereſtedneſs prevailed 
with them, to forbid my grateful acknowledgments) I was induced to 
undertake this Edition of the Laws of Barbados; which I beg leave to 
aſſure the Public, I have exerted my utmoſt efforts to render as perfect, 
as the nature of the Subject, or my abilities would admit; having with 
the greateſt caution collated the ſeveral Acts, examined them with the 
Records, and made Oath of their Authenticity, before One of His 
Majeſty's & Chief Judges, before I left that Iſland : and fince my arrival 
in London, I have with equal care and diligence attended to, and cor- 
reed the errors of the Preſs: yet notwithſtanding this, I muſt prepare 
the Reader for Errata; which indeed will be found in general, merely 
literal, and which could not poſſibly be avoided, in fo voluminous a 
Work. The Notes and Obſervations, chiefly made by my late Father, 
were never intended for a public peruſal ; nor had they now appeared, but 
for the ſolicitation of my Friends, who were fo ſanguine, as to imagine 
they might be uſeful, | | 

The 
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The Abridgment printed at the end of Mr. Salmon's Edition, has 
been long ago greatly complained of, if not condemned: it being in 
many inſtances extremely defeCtive, and in general much too conciſe. Nor 
have the Titles of the ſeveral Acts, formerly printed by way of Index, 
anſwered the purpoſe for which they were deſigned. 

Theſe were the reaſons that prompted me to attempt a new, and more 
copious Epitome of the Laws of Barbados; and to exhibit an Index thereto, 
on a more intelligible Plan: but when I reflect on my incapacity for ſo 
arduous a Taſk, I have too great cauſe to fear it will fall far ſhort of what 
is expected: and therefore hope the candid Reader will charge the imper- 
fections to my inſufficiency, and not to any wilful neglect. 

But if in the method purſued in the following Sheets, I ſhould be fo 
happy as to pleaſe the Public in general ; the Legiſlative-body of the 
Iſland, to whom I am under the greateſt obligations, and the Subſcribers 
to this Volume,' in particular; every end of the Publication will be fully 
anſwered. To their impartial decifion therefore, I ſubmit the fate of 
this undertaking ; praying a favourable conſtruction of ſuch inaccuracies 


as they may meet with, in the courſe of the Work. OE 

Before I leave this ſubject, it may not be improper to add, that a few 
of the Acts printed at length in the following Collection, are not in 
general uſe ; and that as to ſome others, what is preſcribed by ſubſequent 
Laws on the ſame or ſimilar ſubjects, is ſo oppoſite, that the former may 
with propriety, be ſaid to be virtually repealed by the latter: I have never- 
theleſs inſerted them at large, with notes and references, leaving the deter- 
mination of ſuch as are doubtful or ambiguous, to the Reader; and have 
omitted none, but thoſe actually and expreſſly repealed : which in the 
moſt extenſive ſenſe, is the utmoſt degree of power delegated to me, by the 
A& paſſed to authenticate the preſent Edition; and which has been already 
ſufficiently noted. | 

Upon the whole. It is humbly preſumed, that a genuine collection 
of the Laws of Barbados, by which the Inhabitants are governed, and 
Property there ſecured, will be of general uſe: not only to thoſe Inhabi- 
tants, but to many Gentlemen reſiding in Europe, who are variouſly 
intereſted in the welfare of that Colony; to Merchants, and Perſons 
trading thither ; and to Gentlemen of the Law in England, whoſe Opinions 


on particular caſes relative to the Iſland, are frequently required.

HEREAS many times great ſickneſſes, and peſtilential diſ- 

eaſes have been brought to, and much ſpread in this Iſland, by 
the diſorderly landing and putting on ſhore, perſons and goods out of ſick 
and effected Ships, by the Maſters or Commanders of the ſame, before it 
hath been known to the Governor for the time being, that ſuch Ships have 
been here arrived, which then could not be ſo well prevented, and for 
good order taken therein as was provided for: It is therefore enacted, by 
the Preſident, Council, and Aſſembly, and by the Authoriry of the ſame, 
that whatſoever Maſter, Commander, or Merchant of any Ship or Ships, 
Veſſel, or Boat whatſoever, arriving in any Port, or Harbour in, or.about, 
or coming to this Iſland, ſhall dare or preſume to trade, barter, or bargain 
with any perſon, or perſons of this Iſland, or land any goods, or commo- 
dities hover, living creatures only excepted, before he hath preſented 
himſelf to the Governor, or Preſident for the time being, and obtained 
licence for the ſame, and certified his Ship's voyage and loading, and 
made Entry, and have given Security into the Secretary's Office in St. 
Michael s- Town, of two thouſand pounds ſterling, not to depart with

And whereas, by virtue of the ſaid Earl of 
Carliſiès Patent, divers Governors, and Agents have been ſent over hither, 
with authority to lay out, ſet, grant, or convey in parcels, the Lands 
within this Iſland, to fuch perſons as they ſhould think fit; which was 
by them in their reſpective times, as much as in them lay, accordingly per- 
formed. And whereas many have loſt their Grants, Warrants, and other 
Evidences for their ſaid Lands, and others, by reaſon of the ignorances 
of thoſe times, want ſufficient and legal words to create inheritances in 
them, and their Heirs; and others that never recorded their Grants, or 
Warrants; and others, that can make no proof of any Grants, or Warrants 
they ever had for their Lands, and yet have been long and quiet poſſeſſors 
of the ſame, and beſtowed great charges thereon. And whereas the ac- 
knowledgment of forty pounds of Cotton per head, and other taxes and 
compoſitions formerly raiſed to the Earl of Carliſle, was held very heavy: 
For a full remedy therefore for all the defects afore related, and quieting the 
poſſeſſions, and ſettling the tenures of the Inhabitants of this Hland, Be it 
enacted by his Excellency Francis Lord Willougbly, of Parham, &c. his 
Council, and Gentlemen of the Aſſembly, and by the Authority of the 
ſame, that notwithſtanding the defects afore related, all the now rightful 
poſſeflors of Lands, Tenements, and Hereditaments within this Iſland, ac- 
cording to the Laws and Cuſtoms thereof, may at all times repair unto his 
Excellency, for the full confirmation of their Eſtates and Jenures; and 
then and there, ſhall, and may receive ſuch full confirmation and affurance 
under his Majeſty's Great- ſeal for this Iſland, as they can reaſonably adviſe 
or deſire, according to the true intent and meaning of this Act. 

Axpo be it further enacted by the Authority aforeſaid, That all and 
every the payments of forty pounds of Cotton per head, and all other Du- 
ties, Rents, and Arrears of Rents, which have, or might have been 
levied, be from henceforth abſolutely and fully releaſed and made void ; 
and that the Inhabitants of this Iſland, have and hold their ſeveralPlantations 
to them, and their Heirs for ever, in free and common Soccage, yeilding 
and paying therefor at the feaſt of St. Mzchael every year, if the ſame be 
lawfully demanded, one ear of Indian Corn to His Majeſty, his Heirs and 
Succeſſors for ever, in full and free diſcharge, of all rents and ſervices for 
the future whatſoever, in conſideration of the releaſe of the ſaid forty 
pounds, and in conſideration of the confirmation of all Eſtates in this 
Iſland, as aforeſaid ; and in acknowledgment of His Majeity's Grace and 


Favour, in ſending to, and appointing over us his faid Exceliency, of 


whoſe prudence and moderate government, we have heretofore had large 


experience, and do reſt moſt aſſured thereof for the future. 


Axp for as much as nothing conduceth more to the peace and proſperity 


of any place, and the protection of every ſingle perſon therein, than that the 


public Revenue thereof, may be in ſome meaſure proportioned to the pub- 
lic charges and expences ; and alſo well weighing the great charges that there 
muſt be of neceſſity, in the maintaining the Ronour and dignity of His 
Majeſty's Authority here; the public meeting of the Seſſions; the often 
attendance of the Council; the reparation of the Forts; the building a 
Seſſion's-houſe and a Priton ; and all other public charges incumbent on the 
Government; do, in conſideration thereof, give and grant unto Tis Ma- 


jeſty, his Heirs and Succeſſors for ever, and do moſt humbly defire your 


Excellency, to accept theſe our Grants; and we humbly pray your Ex- 
cellency that it may be enacted, and be it enatted by his Excellency 
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Francis Lord Willoughby of Parham, Captain General and chief Governor 
of this INand of Barbados, and all other the Carribbee-Iſlande, and by and

Ax be it further enacted and declared by the Authority aforeſaid, That 
if any Goods before-mentioned, on which the ſaid Cuſtom is impoſed 
and duc by this Act, ſhall at any time hereafter be ſhipped, or put into 
any Boat, or other Veſſel, to the intent to be carried into any parts beyond 
the Seas, the ſaid Impoſition due for the ſame, not paid, compounded for, 
or lawtiuily tendered to the Collectors, or their Deputies, or not having 
agreed with the Commiſhoners for that purpoſe, to be appointed, or their 
Deputies for the ſame, according to the true intent and meaning of the 
ſaid AG, that then and from thenceforth, ſhall the ſaid Goods be forfeit ;

Four and a half per Cent. duty, and deſigned to repeal the former, was not free from objections and 
exceptions, they ſubmitted which of them ſhould be obſerved. And though this Act paſſed in 1663, 

et in all the former editions of the Laws of this Iſland, it was not entered until the year 1680, when 
It is probable the exceptions to it wer: fully removed, 

From this Law it is plain, the Inhabitants thought themſelves free, and conceived they had a good 
right in Fee-ſimple, to their Lands and Houſes, having never forfeited either: and it is as certain, 
that the repreſentatives of the people, could not be prevailed on to burthen the Inhabitants with any 
Duties or Cuſtoms, for the uſes and purpoſes mentioned by f Lord Clarendon ; but that this duty 
was evidently granted, and intended to be applied to the paying all public charges incumbent on the 
Government, If this had been done, the Inhabitants would have been freed from all other Duties 
and Taxes, ſince raiſed on them, to anſwer the ſame uſes and purpoſes that this Impoſt was given to 
diſcharge: but only 2000 1, ſterling, per annum, is paid out of it, for the Governor's Engliſb ſalary. 
As to the 5 ſecond uſe appointed by this Act, it was paid by the Treaſurer, from the Taxes raiſed on the 
Iahabitants, until about the year 1740, when by an order from the King, it was directed to be paid 
out of the Caſual revenue, ariſing from fines, forfeitures, and eſcheats in this Iſland. Nothing has 
ever been paid by the public for the third uſe to which this duty was applied. The fourth and ſixth, 
have been always paid out of other Taxes raiſed from time to time on the Inhabitants, And a“ Seſfions- 
houſe and Priſon, have been built by a particular Tax on the Inhabitants. 

It is to be conſidered too, that this Iſland was not originally acquired, eicher by conqueſt, or pur— 
chaſe: ſo that it is not to be wqndered at, that the Inhabitants ſhould think it a good deal in their 
power, to apply the uſes of any money to be raiſed, in ſuch manner as they ſhould judge proper; as 
well as to fix the guantum thereof. And it would ſeem, that the Lord Wioughby himſelf, was pretty 
much in theſe ſentiments, by his having given his aſſent to this Law. 

In 1684, the Aſſembly of this Iſland propoſed to farm the Four and a half per Cent, for eleven years, 
more or leſs, and to pay 6080 l. ſterling, per annum, into the Exchequer : The Council concurred, and 
it was agreed that 7oool. per annum, ſhould be raiſed by a Tax of 21 d. per Acre, on all Lands 
amounting to ten, or more Acres, and under ten to be exempted. The Towns and Traders to be taxed 

oo |. ſterling. An Act paſſed March 19, 1684, for this purpoſe, and was ſent home; but the Lords 
of the Committee for Trade and Plantations reported, That the Commiſſioners of the Cuſtoms, with 
whom they had adviſed, ſaid, they could make no eſtimate of the duty until they had experienced the 
produce thereof, under the then management, for one year at leaſt ; that the Commiſſioners appointed 
for managing the ſaid duty in Barbados, had aſſured them, the duty would be worth from 8000 I. to 
10,000l. de claro per annum; lo the Act was repealed.

ORASMUCH as daily experience doth manifeſt the ſeveral in- 
conveniencies which befal both Plaintiffs and Defendants, eſpecially 
the poorer ſort of this Iſland, for want of trial of ſmall Actions by the 
Bench, as hath been heretofore accuſtomed ; the Deputy Governor, Coun- 
cil, and Aſſæmbly, deſiring to put a remedy to the ſame, have enacted and 
ordained, And it is hereby enacted and ordained by the ſaid Deputy Go- 
vernor, Council, and Aſſembly, and the Authority of the ſame, That 
from and after the date hereof, all and every perſon, and perſons ſuing in 
any Court of Common- Pleas in this Iſland, for any Sum or Sums not ex- 


ce:ding one thouſand pounds of Sugar, or five hundred pounds of Cotton, 


or not above eight pounds ſterling, whether by Bill, Account, or other- 
wiſe, are to file their Actions with the Clerks of the reſpective Courts of

ORASMUCH as ſeveral of the moſt eminent Plantations in mot 

Pariſhes of this Iſland, do little or no Parochial duties, by reaſon the 
reſpective Owners of ſuch Plantations have removed themſelves to Euglard 
or elſewhere; and in their place and ſtead have left their particular At. 
tornies, Agents and Overſeers, to manage their Eſtates for them in their 
abſence ; whereby the Country hath not only a far leſs choice of able men 
to officiate in the higheſt places of truſt, but the burthen likewiſe of in- 
ferior Offices, doth thereby lie more heavy upon the poorer ſort of people: 
To the intent therefore that each Plantation may bear, fo far as is poſſible, 
its equal ſhare in the performance of ſuch Duties ; Be. it ordained and 
enacted, and it is hereby ordained and enacted by the Deputy Governor 
Council and Aſſembly, and by Authority of the ſame, That it ſhall and

An ACT for binding and ordering poor Apprentices. 


HERE As many diſorders have happened between hr 6 ah”

the ready view of all the Inhabitants; for want of which, many Perſons of 
great Authority in this Government, not being acquainted with all the Laws 


that are kept in Offices, or if known, not to be had on ſudden occaſions ;

are taken from the Offices, great variations and aberrations are made by 
heedleſs and unſkilful tranſcribers from the original Laws; and theſe 
Copies being obtruded upon trials for authentic, have been the cauſe of 
unjuſt and illegal determinations. And foraſmuch as all our Laws on 
Record have often been in great danger to have been wholly loſt, both by 
lurricane and fire; for remedy of which, and prevention of many other 
inconveniencies for the future, and that rich and poor may equally have 
12 advantage of free recourſe to the Laws of the Iſland, as well the Inha- 
bitants, as all other perſons in parts remote, who have Eſtates and Intereſts 
depending on them ; and that the Laws may be collected into one entire

ſince the firit ſettlement thereof, that perſons admitted and l- 

cenſed by any Governor of the ſaid Iſland, ſhould plead and practice a 
Barriſters or Counſellors at Law, in all Courts of Law and Equity 
within the ſame, although ſuch perſons were not regularly called to the 
Bar in that part of that Kingdom, commonly called England, there haviag 
been for many years together no regular Barriſters in this Iſland, and ge- 
ncrally ſo few, that it the ſaid Uſage had not been introduced and con— 
tinued, there would not have been a ſufficient number of Lawyers to ſup- 
ply the occaſions of the people : And whereas our Kings and Queens have 
ſo far allowed of the ſaid Ulage, that the affairs of the Crown in this Iſland, 
have often been entruſted to the management of ſuch Licentiates, and 
ſeveral of them have had the honour of ſerving as Attornies and Solicitors 
General here, in which poſts they have ſo well behaved themſelves, that

« pleas in this Iſland; declaring alſo a method and manner of Proceedings, bith 
« to Judgment and Execution, which are to be obſerved in the ſaid Courts,” 
it is amongſt other things enacted and declared, That this Iſland ſhall be 
diſtributed into five Precincts, in each of which Precincts a Court of Com- 
mon-pleas is appointed to be holden once in every four weeks, to begin on 
the laſt Monday and Tueſday in Fanuary in every year; and fo to continue 
ſucceſſively until the twenty- ſixth day of September following: And fur- 
ther, by the ſaid Act it is declared, That every perſon ſhall be ſued in the 
Precincts wherein he lives, unleſs two or more perſons living in ſeveral Pre- 
cincts, be proſecuted for one cauſe of Action, as by the ſaid Act, relation 
being thereunto had more fully and at large it doth appear. And whereas 
the ſaid Court of Exchequer and Pleas of the Crown, hath uſually been 
held at the Town of St. Michael, and divers perſons under pretence only of 
being Debtors and Accountants to his ſacred Majeſty, as well as his Majeſty's 
Officers and real Debtors, have commenced ſeveral Suits in the aforeſaid 
Court of Exchequer, and Pleas of the Crown, againſt divers perſons in 
this Iſland, living in different Precincts contrary to the aforeſaid Act or Sta- 
tute.

An ACT to prevent the Exportation of Clay from this Iſland. 


HEREAS it is but too manifeſt, that the foil of this Iſland i; 

of late years become greatly impoveriſhed, and for the moſt part 
worn out, which occaſions that the Planters and Inhabitants are put to 
abundantly more labour, trouble and expence, and require a great many 
more hands in making Dung and other ſervices, to ſupply in ſome meaſure 
that defect, in the planting and producing their ſtaple commodities, Sugar 
and Rum, than the other neighbouring Iſlands, who by the richneſs of 
their Land, as they are at a much leſs expence, can afford to fel! their 
produce vaſtly cheaper, and yet be more conſiderable gainers thereby than 
the owners of Eſtates in this Iſland, who ſhould therefore by all means 
be encouraged in their induſtry, and whatever ufeful or advantageous ma- 
terials or ingredients they have for the improving their Sugars, that are 
peculiar to this place, ought to be kept and preſerved among themſelves, 
and not allowed to be carried off to the other Iſlands, in further addition 
to thoſe very great advantages they at preſent have over us: And wheres 
the planters here are much improved in the method of claying their Sugars, 
and make uſe of abundance of their Clay therein, and which has been

And for making the Mole- head, Channels, Wharfs and Landing Places at 
the Port of Bridge-town, as commodious as poſſible, 


HEREAS the Town-hall and common Gaol, being much out Preamble. 
of repair, a Committee of the General Aſſembly of this Iſland, 

was appointed to inſpect thoſe Buildings, and to lay before the Houſe an 

account of the condition in which they found them, and their thoughts 

concerning the repairs and alterations neceſſary or convenient to be made 

therein. And whereas the ſaid Committee after having inſpected thoſe 

Buildings, did on the twenty- fourth day of February, one thouſand ſeven 

hundred and ſorty-ſix, make their report to the Houſe in the words fol- 

lowing, to wit, „ The roof is very leaky in many places, and the great Commietes's Report, te 

« wooden corniſh round it, upon which many of the ſhrouding rafters — N 

« reſted, entirely gone; and about twenty feet in breadth fallen it. This 

« we take to have been occaſioned by the Walls not having been carried 

« cloſe up to the Roof or the want ot a proper ſupport for the ſhroudin 

« rafters. We are of opinion that a ſmall corniſh of Stone will perfectly 

« ſecure the Roof, and be much cheaper than a new corniſh of Wood as 

« jt will certainly endure much longer : great part of the Roof requires 

« to be new tiled. The three round windows in the Garret ſhould be 

« plazed, to prevent the beating in of the rain, by which the Floors and 

« Ceilings have been damaged. A great number of the glaſſes of the ſeveral 

« ſaſh windows are broke, and moſt of the frames much damaged]; and 

« ſome of the wainſcotting round the windows for want of painting.

Guards, will be removed: The Roof of this Shed wants a great den 
of repair. If the ſtairs now leading down into the Cellar ſhould be taken 
down as we have propoſed, the entry might be made handſomer and 
more ſpacious, by changing the ſituation of the great ſtairs to the Coun. 
cil Chamber, by placing the firit flight cloſe to the Wall; and this 
would be attended with little expence, as no new materials Would 
be required. The large round table in the Aſſembly-room having been 
found inconvenient for the purpoſe deſigned, and taking up the greateſt 
art of the room, the Committee recommend the making a tab!

And whereas many of the Channels, Wharfs and Land- 
ing places at the Port of Bridge-Town, as well as the Mole-head, having 
for ſome years paſt been in a great meaſure rendered uſeleſs ; for ſecuring 
and carrying on neceſſary Trade and Buſineſs, a Committee of the General 
Aſſembly was likewiſe appointed to inſpect the Mole-head, Channels, 
Wharfs and other Landing-places in Bridge- Town, and to report to the 
Houſe what they thought neceſſary to be done therein.

Judges, and their Aſſiſtants, all that have been chief 
Judges, or Members of Council, all that have ſerved as 
Field-Officers, but are out of Commiſion, and all 
Juſtices of the Peace, are exempted from all Militaty- 
duty in their own perſons, except in caſe of Alarms; 
when they are to appear on Horſe-back, armed and ac- 
coutred, as by this Act is required, under the like pe- 
nalties as other perſons are liable to. 


The latter part of this Clauſe, is expired. 


XVI. No other perſon whatſoever, except thoſe ex- 
cuſed by Cl. XIV. and XV. ſhall be exempted from 
Military duty, when thereunto legally required. 

XVII. All Apprentices fit for his Majeſty's ſervice, 
ſhall be forthwith inliſted in the Companies where they 
reſide; and appear complete in Arms, as directed by 
Cl. I. And for any defects, the Maſter, if in fault, to 
be ſubject to the like penalties as landed men are. 

PRoviso. Such Apprentices of Artificers, ſhall by 
the Colonel of the reſpective Regiments, be billetted on 
perſons that want Servants, &c. and by them be provid- 
ed with Arms and Ammunition, as before directed. 

XVIII. Perſons inliſted, and receiving legal Summons 
to appear, and appearing, ſhall refuſe and neglect then

with their Arms, without leave from the Officer, ſhall 
be fined 20s. and if not paid before, or at the next Ex- 
erciſing-day, to receive moderate corporal puniſhment, 
by lying neck and heels, running the Gantlop, or riding 
the Woden-horſe, not exceeding one hour, with a Muſ- 
ket at each heel, by oder of any Field-Officer of that 
Regiment. 

XIX. Perſons inlifted, and removing from their ha- 
bitations, ſhall cauſe themſelves to be inlifted forthwith, 
where they go to abide; and bring a Certificate thereof 
to the Jait Captain, who ſhall give them a diſcharge : 
otherwiſe, they ſhall incur the penalties for non- appeat- 


ance, in the "Troop or Company where they were firſt 


inliſted. 

XX. Every poor Free- man, whether hired to any 
perſon or otherwiſe, {hall appear complete in Arms; in 
the Company wherein he is inliſted; and diligently 
ſerve ſix months, then next following: and if he hath not 
Arms, &c. he ſhall be provided by his Employer, on 
ſecuring the return thereof. But if he ſpoil or Joſe ſuch 
Arms, lo as re- delivery cannot be made in as good order 
as they were received, he ſhall make ſatisfaction ; or up- 
on complaint to the Colonel of the Regiment, be ordered 
to ferve the Owner ot fuch Arms, until ſfatisfation be 
made therefor. If the Offender refuſe to comply with 
ſuch order, he ſhail be committed to Gaol by the ſaid 
Colonel, and there remain, until he conform. 

XXI. Such as wiliuily and obitinately refuſe, to ap- 
pear themſelves, or fend men to the Exerciſe, according 
to their proportion of Land, after having had Execution 
levied on them for ſuch non-appearance, ſhall be deem- 
ed refractory peiſons: and fhal} forieit for the firit of- 
fence, 10s. for each Horſe and Man complete in Arms, 
he ought to ſend; for the ſecond offence, 205. and tor the 
third 30s. And every ſuch perſon that ſhall not appear or- 
tend Men to the Foot, ſhall forfeit for the firſt offence 
5s. for the ſecond, 10s. and for the chird, 15s. After 
the third offence ſeverally, to begin again as from the 
firſt; and not otherwiſe. And the Colonel, or Com- 
mander in Chief of the reſpective Regiments, may iſſuo 
Execution directed to the Marſhal of the Regiment, to 
attach, appraiſe, and fell any Effects of ſuch reftactory 
perſons; and further to proceed as by this Act is ap- 
pointed. 

XXII. Any Soldier in time of Service, that ſhall pre- 
ſume to ſtrike or threaten his Officer; or raiſe or coun— 
tenance any Mutiny, or diſturbance amongſt his fellow 
Soldiers, (hall forfeit 20. for ſuch offence; to be levied 
by the Marſhal of the Regiment, and applied to the re- 

airs of the Fortiſications: and if not paid in ten weeks, 
the Offender ſhall be moderately puniſhed by order of 
the Colonel, by running the Gantlop, lying neck and 
heels, or riding the Wooden-horſe, at the diſcretion of 
the commanding Officer of the Regiment. 

XXIII. The Governor and Council, from time to 
time, to appoint how many Veſſels ſhall cauſ: an Alarm 
to the Forts, and tothe whole Iſland : and hall alſo di- 
rect how ſuch Alarms ſhall be ſet forward, either by 
firing Guns, beating Drums, diſcharging three Muſkets 


diſtinctly, riuging Bells, blowing Shells, ſending Meſ- 


ſengers from one Neighbour to another, hanging out 
white Cloths from the top vanes of Wind-mills, by day, 
and Lights by nigbt, from one Mill to another, *till it 
hath patied through the whole Iſland ; or by all theſe, 
as many of them, or any other methods, as they ſhall 
think fit to appoint: and to cauſe publication to be made 
thereof, in the ſ-veral Pariſh-Churches, that the Inha- 
bitan.s may know their duty. If any perſon, after ſuch 
publication, fhall fail ſetting forward any Alarm with 
all diligence, he ſhall for every ſuch Offence, ſuffer fix 
month's impiifunment, without Bail; to be infiicted by 
tic Commander in Chief of this land. On an Alarm 


to the Forts only, all perſons appointed for the defence 
of the Fortifications z and on an Alarm to the whole 


Iſland, all perſons of what degree or quality ſoever; are 


immediately to repair to their reſpective Colours, or the 


Stations appointed them, by the Governor and Council 


for the time being. 8

XXIV. Every perſon not excuſed by this Act, who is 
15 years old, hall appear in Arms, at their poſts on 
Alarms; or on negle&, ſhall forfeit, viz. For every 
Footman 51. for every 24 hours; and for every Horſe- 
man 1o/. every 24 hours; to be raiſed by Warrant 
from the Colonel, directed to the Marſhal of the Regi- 
ment, as Servants Wages; paid to the Treaſurer, and 
applied to the uſe of the Fortifications ; deducting 10 per 
Cent. for the Marſhal's Fees. The Colonels of each Re- 
giment, within one month after each Alarm, to return a 
liſt to the Treafurer, of all the Executions they ſigned 
acvainſt Defaulters on Alarms, to enable him to charge 
the ſeveral Marſhals therewith; who are to pay the 
ſame into the Treaſury, within 10 weeks after the date 
of the Executions, And the ſaid Defaulters ſhall be 
brought by a Guard to their Poſt; and. there employed 
at the diſcretion of the commanding Officer. | 

XXV. Every Commiſſion Officer in Commiſſion, 
ſhall be excuſed one Horſe and Man, of thoſe he is to ſend 
to ſerve in the Troop to which he belongs, during the 
time he is in Commiſſion. | 

XXVI. Sufficient Proviſions ready dreſſed, ſhall be 
ſent to perſons on duty, and detained on Guard all 
night, by thoſe for whom they ſerve; in default, the 
Officer ſhall ſupply them; and the Offender ſhall pay 
for every ſuch default, 2s. 6d. beſides charges, for eac 


Soldier every 24 hours, the Guards ſhall continue; to be | 


levied as before provided, and paid to the Officer com+ 
manding that Guard, to reimburſe himſelf, and diſtrĩ- 
bute the overplus, if any, amongſt the inferior Officers 
and Soldiers, then and there in ſervice. 

XXVII. On the approach of an Enemy, Commanders 
in Chief of Regiments, may preſs Horſes, Cattle, Harneſs 
and Drivers, for draught of the Fieid-guns, or other 
ſervice at ſuch time requiſite: and alſo preſs Boats, 
Negroes for Pioneers, and Victuals for Soldiers, in caſe 
of neceſſity ; for which the reſpective Owners ſhall be 
fully ſatisfied, out of the public Treaſury. 

XXVIII. Every Servant that ſhall manfully engage 
an Enemy, ſhall on producing a Certificate thereof, 
from any Commiſion Officer, be declared and held free 


from all future ſervice towards his Maſter. 


For the remainder of this Clauſe, See Slaves, 


XXIX. If any Servant or Negro, ſhall be killed, loft 
or diſabled in the defence of this Iſland, ſuch loſs and 
damage ſhall be made good to the Owner, out of the 
public Treaſury ; and if any poor Free-man, or Servant 
ſhall be maimed or diſabled, he ſhall receive from thence- 
forth, yearly, out of the public Treaſury, during his life, 
or abode in this land, 10/7. Sterling; and if he is a mar- 
ried Man, 15/7. but if any married Free- man ſhall loſe his 
life in the ſervice aforeſaid, his Widow ſhall receive 101. 
yearly, during her Widow-hood, out of the public Trea- 
ſury. 

XXX. Every Inhabitant enjoined to find Horſes for 
the Militia, ſhall with each Horſe, ſend one able Man- 
ſlave, if he have one, armed with a Bill and Lance; and 
apparelled with a black Hat and red Jacket, upon every 
alarm of Ships. And ſuch Negroes ſhall be inliſted and 
commanded, by the Officer commanding the reſt of the 
Forces in that Diviſion; or by ſuch other perſon, as the 
Commander in Chief ſhall appoint. Every Owner of 
40 acres of Land, ſhall alfo ſend one able Man-ſlave 
armed on Alarms; and ſo proportionably to his full 
quantity 
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quantity of Land; to be commanded and directed, as 
aforeſaid ; on pain of forfeiting 505. to the uſe of the 
Fortifications, for each Slave neglected to be ſent, armed 
and apparelled, as before directed. 

XXXI. Whoever ſhall raiſe or ſpread a falſe Alarm, 
not having juſt grounds or warrant fo to do, ſhall ſuffer 
ſuch penalties 2s the Commander in Chief, with the 
conſent of the major part of the whole Council,- re- 
ſident in Barbados, ſhall think fit to impoſe, not ex- 
ceeding 5007. to be paid into the Treaſury, for the uſe 
of the Fortifications. 

XXXII. Perſons ſuppoſed to offend againſt this Act, 
may apply themſelves to the Colonel of the Regiment ; 
who hath power to hear all Complaints, examine Wit- 
neſſes on oath, and give redreſs according to the merits 
of the cauſe; except where it is otherwiſe appointed by 
this Act. 

XXXIII. Such as are unfit to bear Arms in their own 
perſons, and having but a perſonal, or an eſtate in Ne- 

roes, of the value of 2004. ſhall ſend one Foot-Soldier ; 
and if he keepeth a Horſe, he ſhall find a Horſe manned 
and completely armed, as appointed by this Act, to ſerve 
at Exerciſe, &c. upon the like penalties, as others are 
ſubject to, for the like offences. | 
XXIV. Head Overſeers of Plantations, to which 
more than 6 Negro-men belong, are exempted from all 
Military-duty ; except ſuch as is before expreſſed. 

XXXV. All loſſes, or Servants freed by this Act, 
as well of the Supernumeraries, as the ſtanding Militia, 
either in Servants, Slaves, Horſes or Cattle, ſhall be 
paid for, to the proper Owners, out of the public Trea- 
ſurv. 


XXXVI. See Slaves. 
XXXVII. No perſon ſhall be capable of being a 


Field or General Officer, unleſs he hath an Eftate of 
100 acres of Land; nor a Captain, if he hath not 40 
Acres: and no Commiſſion Officer ſhall demand, or re- 
ceive any pay or reward, for their ſervices or ex- 
pences. 

PRO VISO. Sons of perſons of conſiderable Eſtates, 
may have command, as Captain, Lieutenant, or Cor- 
net of Horſe; or Captain, Lieutenant, or Enſign of 
Foot: and Parents ſhall be abated one Horſe, for every 
Son in Commiſſion, living with, or ſerving at their 
charge. This Act not to diſable perſons of conſiderable 

ſtates in the Towns, from helling Commiſſions, 

XXXVIII. Every Regiment ſhall meet once in four 
weeks, in time of War, and once in eight weeks in 
time of Peace, to be diſciplined, and no ofrener ; unleſs 
upon credible advice of ſome intended Invaſion ; when 
the Governor and Council, may order the Troops and 
Companies to meet oftener. 

Proviso. The Commander in Chief may order any 
part of the Militia, to guard any Bays, on the appear- 
ance of an Enemy, not ſufficient to alarm the whole 
Iſland ; or on their attemptimg to land, in any of the 
ſaid Bays ; or for the prevention of an inteſtine Commo- 
tion or [nſurretion : Provided, that in neither of theſe 
caſes, the Troops do continue upon duty longer than 
48 hours; unleſs by advice and conſent of the major part 
of the whole Council, as aforeſaid.

XLI. Perions not able to maintain themſelves in 
Arms, Ec. fha!l be billetted on Landed men in the ſame 
Regiment; who are to furniſh Horſes, Arms, and Pro. 
viſions, and pay 71 d. per day, to each perfon lervir, 
for them, up em pain of 3. to be Jevied for every de- 
fault; half to the Marſhal making the Levy, and half 
to the party grieved. If any ſuch Men remain, when 
all the Land is manned, a liſt of them fhall be returned to 
the Commander in Chief, that they may be provided tor 
in time of need. :

XLII. If any Marſhal ſha!l in diſtraining for Fines, 
do any injury to the perſon upon whole Goods he diſ- 
trained; and ſhall not leave a Certificate of the Goods 
levied on; the party grieve4 ſhall be redreiled, upon his 
application to the Colonel of the Regiment; who ſhull 
iſſue Execution againſt the Marſhal, to the next Con- 
ſtable, for reſtitution of the damage; to be levied 2s 
Servants Wages: and if the Marſhal be greatly in faul:, 
the Colonel is required to commit him to Gaol, without 
Bail, for one month, and impoſe a fine of 5 . on him, 
tor the uſe of the Fortifications, If ſuch Colonel gives 
no redreſs, the perſon injured may have his Adtion a-

XLVI. Whoſoever after 8 o'clock at nizht, ſhall 
fire or permit to be fired, any Gun, ſmall or great, 
ſhall forfeit 2s. 64. except it be in his own defence, or 
in caſe of Alarm, If the party be inſolvent, the next 
Juſtice of Peace to bind the Offender to the Quarter 
Seſſions, if a Chriſtian ; or order him, if a Slave, ſuch 
corporal puniſhment, as he thinks the offence deſerves. 

XLVII. Perſons not before excepted, refuſing or 
neglecting the command of Petrols, ſhall forfeit 20s. for 
every offence; to be Jevied by the Marſhal of the Regi- 
ment.

But it ſuch, 
Effects were attached, between the expiration of the 
time limitted for Sale of Goods, and the coming in of 
ſuch Outcries, the Chief Baron, &c. on Oath made as 
aforeſaid, ſhall order the Marſhal to require immediate 
ſecurity for the forthcoming of the Effects.

the penalty of forfeiting for every Negro ſo ſuffercd to go 
abroad, 25. 6d. half to the Informer and the other to the 
Public: And if any Maſter, &c. finds any Slave in his 
Plantation at any time, without a Ticket, or buſineſs 
from his Owner, and doth not apprehend and moder- 
ately whip him, ſhall forfeit 10s. to be diſpoſed of as 
aforeſaid. 

II. Any perſon may take up a Slave found out of the 
Owner's Plantation at any time, not having a Letter, 
Ticket, or a white man with him, except thoſe who 
uſually attend their Maſters, and have on a Livery, and 
ſuch Slave moderately to whip : and after notice given to 
the Owner, Oc. to detain ſuch Slave until the ſaid 
Maſter, Sc. ſhall pay 25. 64. to the perſon who takes 
the Slave up; he making oath, it required, that he found, 
or ſaw no Letter or Ticket with him: and alſo to take up 
any Slave found out of his Maſter's Plantation, though 
with a Letter or Ticket, if he be armed with any 
oftenfive weapons; and ſuch Slave is to be diſarmed and 
whipped : and he ſhall receive from the Owner, the fame 
reward as aforeſaid. And whatſoever Maſter, ſhall ſuffer 
his Slaves to beat Drums, blow Horns, or uſe other loud 
Inſtruments ; or ſhall not cauſe his Negro-houſes to be 
ſearched once a week, and if ſuch Inſtruments are found, 


Ra 


cauſe them to be burned; or who ſhall ſuffer an 
Public meetings, or Feaſtings of ſtrange Negroes ig 
their Plantations, ſhall on conviction torfeit 595, for 
every ſuch offence ; if ſued for, within one month after 
forfeiture. | 

III. Every Maſter of a F amily, fhall cauſe his Negro- 
houſes to be ſearched once in 14 days, for run-aya 
Slaves, and miſchievous Weapons, and hnding 20 
cauſe them to be burned; as alſo for Clothes, or Goats 
not given them by their Maſter, &c. and honeſtly come 
by: and what they ſuſpect to be ſtolen, they ſhall take 
away, and give particular deſcriptions thereof, within 6 
days after, to the Clerk of the Pariſh, who is to ſet up a 
note of it at the Church-door ; whereby the loler, 
making it appear they are bis property, may have them, 
or what remains of them reſtored to him, on paying x. 
to the Clerk. The ſaid Maſter or Clerk, ſhall for 
every neglect in any of the particulars aforeſaid, for- 
feit 20s. ; 

IV. If perſons are ſuſpected to trade with Slaves for 
ſtolen Goods, two Juſtices, or the Juſtices of the Quarter 
Seſſions, may enter them into Recognizance, not to trade 
with Slaves contrary to the Laws of this Iſland ; and ifit 
ſhall afterwards appear to the Juſtices of the Quarter- 
Seſſions, that ſuch perſon hath, or hath had, or ſhipped 
off any Goods ſuſpected to be unlawfully come by; he 
ſhall be called before the Juſtices at the next Quarter 
Seſſions, and be obliged to make reaſonable proof how he 
came by the ſame; and unleſs he does it, his Recog- 
nizance ſhall be forfeited. 

V. If any Slave ſhall offer any violence to a Chriſtian, 
by ſtriking or the like, ſuch Slave ſhall be for the firſt 
oftence, ſeverely whipped, by order of the Juſtice com- 
plained to; the information to be given upon oath : 
For the 2d. offence, he ſhall be whipped, his noſe ſlit, 
and be burned in the face with a hot Iron: For the 
3d. offence, he ſhall receive ſuch greater puniſhment, 
as the Governor and Council, ſhall think meet to 
inflict. 

Provided, ſuch ſtriking or conflict, be not in the lawful 
defenec of their Maſters, or their Goods. 

VI. All Slaves ſhall have Clothes once a year, viz. 
Drawers and Caps for Men; and Petticoats and Caps 
for Women, upon pain of forfeiting 5s. for each Slave 
not cloathed; one third to the Intormer, and the re- 
mainder to the Poor of the Pariſh. 

VII. Such as take up a run- away Slave, not knowing 
the Owner, and ſhall carry them to the Provoſt Varthal, 
ſhall receive 10s. from the Treaſurer : If he retuſe to 
pay it, and oath thereof is made before any Juſtice, the 
value ſhall be immediately levied, by Warrant from the 
ſaid Juſtice, out of the Goods of the ſaid Treaturer ; 
and the Goods delivered to the Party. And the Negro 
ſo brought ſhall be kept in the Cage, ant not in Gaol ; 
which Cage ſhall always be kept in ſufficient repair, at 
the Public charge. 

VIII. The Provoſt Marſhal ſhall detain ſuch run- 
away Slave, until the Owner pay to the Treaſurer 115. 
and to the Marſhal, 4 4. for every 24 hours, ſuch 
fugitive Slave hath been in Cuſtody ; and 64. to the 
Turnkey. 

Provided, the Marſhal do give him ſufficient ſood and 
drink; to be proved on oath if required. 

IX. If any ſuch Slave die for want of food, the 
Marſhal ſhall be reponſible : and if he ſuffer the Slave to 
eſcape, he ſhall pay to the Treaſurer 119. and make 
ſatisfaction to the Owner, at the diſcretion of the 
Governor and Council. And if the Marthal ſhall 


employ ſuch Slave out of the Cage, he ſhall forfeit to the 


Owner 5%. x. Who- 
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X. Whoever apprehends and brings to St. Michael's 
Town, any my Slave, ſhall deliver on oath to 
the Treaſurer, or in his abſence to a Juſtice, before he 
is paid, his name and place of abode; when and where he 
took up the Negro; and that he knew of no Ticket, nor 
the Owner: all which the Treaſurer is to enter in a 
book, that Maſters may know when their Slaves are 
taken up, by whom, and if wrongfully, And the 
Keeper of the Cage, at the delivery of every Slave, 
ſhall take a receipt of the perſon to whom delivered, and 


therein inſert a deſcription of the Slave, 
XI. Whoever tempts a Slave to leave his Maſter's 


ſervice, to carry him off, or conceal him here, and be 


thereof convicted, by his own confeſſion, or one witneſs, 
before the two next Juſtices, one being of the Quorum, 
ſhall pay the Maſter of ſuch Slave, 25/: to be levied as 
Servants Wages, If he be not worth as much, he ſhall 
ſerve the party injured 5 years, and be delivered over to 
him ; of which a Record ſhall be made: But if any 
Slave ſo attempted, ſhall be actually conveyed away or 
ſent off the Iſland, and the Offender is apprehended and 
convicted, he ſhall pay the Ownerthree times the value of 
ſuch Slave; and Execution for the ſame, from the ſaid 
two Juſtices ſhall iſſue accordingly, as in caſe of Ser- 
vants wages: if the Offender hath no Eſtate, he 
ſhall be ordered to ſerve the Party injured, as afore- 
ſaid. 
XII. When any heinous Crimes, as Murder, Bur- 
glary, Rape, Burning of Houſes or Canes, Stealing, 
wiltully killing or maiming of Cattle, of or above the 
value of 124 .or the like is committed, or attempted by 
a Slave, the Criminal being apprebended and brought 
before a Juſtice, ſhall be ſent to Gaol, or Security taken 
for bis forthcoming ; and ſuch Juſtice ſhall as ſoon as 
conveniently may be, join with him the next Juſtice ; and 
they ſhall by their Precept, ſummon three able Free-holders 
neareſt the place where the fact was committed; and 
theſe five perſons ſhall hear and examine all Evidences, &c.

If a Slave ſteals or deſtroys Canes, Corn or any 
other thing, of any other perſon than his Maſter, under 
the value of 12 4. and be convicted by proof or probabie

But if the Complaint ſhall appear to 
be vexatious, the Juſtices ſhall tax reaſonable Coſts for 
the Defendant, not exceeding 5/. and if not paid in 
ten days, Execution to iſſue, and be levied as afore- 
ſaid. | 
IV. If the Purchaſer on the ſale of Goods at Outcry, 
by virtue of this Act, doth not pay the fum by him bid 
within twenty days, the ſaid Juſtices ſhall iſſue a Writ 
of 20 per Cent. againſt him; as is done on Sales at Out- 
cry, by proceedings in the Courts of Common Pleas. 

V. Perſons claiming right to Slaves, may bring their 
Actions againſt thoſe in poſſeſſion ; except Overſeers, 
&c. who hold for others, and are not by this AQ, 
deemed to have the right of poſſeſſion ; but their Maſters, - 
&c. ſhall be ſued in the Court of Common Pleas, for 
the Precin& where ſuch Defendant lives: and if they 
have no certain habitation, the Action ſhall be ſerved in 
the moſt uſual place of abode, ten days before the ſetting 
of the Court; and upon legal return of ſuch ſervice, the 
ſeveral Judges are required to proceed to trial, the firſt 
Court after iſſue is joined, and the cauſe made fit for 
Judgment. ; 

PrRoviso. If the Owner of any Plantation, or his 
Executor or Adminiſtrator, are not on the Iſland, and 
have no Attorney there; then the Agent or chief Over- 
ſeer thereof, ſhall be proſecuted, and awarded againſt, 
for an illegal detention; and fo he ſhall be, for unlaw- 
fully detaining any Slave belonging to another perſon, 
without the expreſs order of his Employer. 

VI. On the commencement: of all Actions relative to 
Negroes, the Plaintiff ſhall leave in the Clerk's Office, 
all ſuch papers or legal atteſted copies thereof, as are 
any ways mentioned in the Action, and whereof profert 
is made, for the inſpection of the Defendant, the better 
to enable him to plead, within the time limitted by this 
Act; and after any Plea of Abatement is filed, the Plain- 
tiff may withdraw his papers. | 

VII. Such'Plea of Abatement ſhall be filed in four days 
after ſervice of the Action, that the Plaintiff may take a 
copy thereof, and the ſame be argued the firſt Court; 
if over-ruled, the Defendant to plead Iſſuably, in Bar, 
or Demur, in 14 days after the Court; that the Plaintiff 
may have Copics and join Iſſue, Reply, or Demur. 
where further ſpecial Pleadings are neceſſary, the Court 
may give a Rule, not exceeding 14 days; but are not to 
ſuffer any dilitory Pleadings, or Continuances ; and all 
Negro-Actions ſhall at every Court, be firſt called and 
proceeded on, 

VIII. When the Evidence, without having any re- 
pu to names, proves the Negroes declared for, to be 

uch as have been, or are commonly deemed or taken to 

be, the Slaves of the Plaintiff, they ſhall be adjudged 
to be ſufficiently proved : unleſs the Defendant ſhews a 
more clear right, and proof paramount to ſuch Negroes 
in queſtion, 

IX. On the Plaintiff's recovery, the Verdict ſhall be, 
that the Defendant deliver into his poſſeſſion, ſuch Ne- 
groes or Slaves; or for each and every of them, pay him 
2001, and if not performed in 14 days after Judgment, the 
Plaintiff may take out Execution, and levy the ſame, 
upon any Eſtate, real or perſonal ; and for want thereof,

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on the body of the Defendant: the proceedings to be ac- 
2 to the methods of the Courts of Common 
eas. 

Proviso. But if ſuch Slaves or any of them, die a 
natural death, between the date of the Judgment, and 
the Execution, the Defendant ſhall not be liable to the 
ſaid penalty of 2001. 

X. After ſuch recovery, the Plaintiff may have his 
Action, ſor the Damages he hath ſuſtained. 

XI. All Negro Actions ſhall be firſt put on the Court- 
liſt, and called for trial, according as they are entered : 
and if any Officer be guilty of any corruption, or wil- 
fully fail in his duty, the ſame being duly proved before 
the Court, he ſhall be diſplaced, and for ever rendered 
incapable of ſuch Office; and be further liable to the 
Da wages ſuſtained, by ſuch misfeazance. 

XI Writs of Error, ſhall be brought within 14 
days after Judgment given; and Injunction either be- 
ſore Judgment, or within 14 days after: perſons under 
diſability excepted. And all Writs of Error brought on 
Negro Actions, ſhall be put firſt on the liſt of Error. 

XIII. No proceedings relative to the poſſeſſion or de- 
tention of Slaves, ſhall fall or abate by the death or ab- 
ſence of the Plaintiff; but the qualified Repreſentative 
ſhall be made a party to the Record ; and the perſon fo 
admitted, ſhall have a month's time to proſecute : nei- 
ther ſhall they fall by the death of the Defendant; but 
may be maintained againſt the Repreſentative of ſuch 
Detendant, or ſuch perſons as have the Slaves demanded, 
in their poſſeſſion ; and fuch Repreſentative ſhall be 
made a party as aforeſaid. 

XIV. If the Defendant, in any Action for recovery 
of Slaves, ſhall plead that ſuch Slaves are not in his 
poſſeſſion, it ſhall be ſufficient for the Plaintiff to prove 
the Slaves were in his poſſeſſion, within 10 days before 
the Action was brought; Provided the Defendant hath 
not delivered fuch Slaves to the Plaintiff, within 10 days 
aftcr the Complaint. And if the Plaintiff find it ding 
cult to prove the poſſeſſion, he may complain to the two 
neighbouring Juſtices, who ſhall proceed in manner 
aforeſaid, for diſcovery of the poſſeſſion, by the Oath 
of the Party ſo complained of : and if upon ſuch exami- 
nation the poſſeſſion be proved, then a Certificate of the 
ſaid Juſtices, ſhall be ſufficient for the Jury to find for 
the Plaintiff. | 

XV. Tenant in Dower ſending off, or diſpoſing of 
any Negroes, ſo that they or any of them are ſent off 
this Ifland, without conſent of the party in reverſion, 
being of fuil age; and alſo of the Executor or Adminif- 
trator, where they are liable to the payment of Debts ; 
the perſon in Remainder, Executor, &c. or any Truftee, 
may enter and take poſſeſſion of all other the Negroes 
. Eſtate held in Dower; the ſame being thereby for- 
feited. If the Huſband of the Widow in Dower, ſend 
off or ſel] any Negro, without conſent as aforeſaid, the 
party in Reverſion my enter into, and enjoy all the 
Eſtate held in Dower, during the life of the Huſband. 

XVI. When Negroes in Dower ſent off, are of 


greater value than the remaining Eſtate held in Dower; | 


the perſon in Reverſion may have his Action at common 


Law, againſt the Widow, and againſt the Huſband, for 


treble the value of the Negroes fo ſent off, &c. to be re- 
covered out of any other Eſtate of the Huſband. 

XVII. If ſuch perſon in Reverſion, or any Executor, 
Sc. be interrupted in entering upon ſuch forfeited Eſtate; 
they may bring their Action at common Law, for the 
recovery thereof, or value, againſt any perſon offending: 
Recovery to be levied on any Eſtate of the Offender ; 
and the Action to t:« tried within the ſame time, and

under the ſame regulations, as is herein before provided 
for recovery of Negroes, s 

XVIII. The fame proceedings ſhall be had againſt 
Tenants for Life ; and they ſhall be under the ſame re. 
ſtrictions and penalties, as Tenants in Dower, or for 
Life, that ſhall wilfully deſtroy or diſable any Slaves, 
ſo held ; and pay treble' their value, to the perſon in 
Reverſion, or his lawful Repreſentative; to be recoveres 
in Damages, in the Court of Common Pleas, where 
the Offender liveth. i 

XIX. All Slaves or the value of them, ſhall be ſued 
for and tried, only by Action of Detinue, Writ a par- 
titione facienda, Action of Trover and Converſion, Tref. 
paſs, or of Dower, as the caſe may require. The pro- 
ceedings in Detinue, Partition, or Dower, ſhall be in 
manner herein before appointed; and Trover and Treſ- 
paſs, to be after the uſual method of the common Law. 

PRoviso. Complainants in Partition or Dower, are 
not to recover any penalty or damages, for the time they 
have been out of poſſeſſion; other than what may accrue 
to them, from the commencement of their right ; which 
they may ſue for, by due courſe of Law. 

RoViSo. This Act hall not extend to perſons who 
lend Slaves, or let them for any term, whoſe agree- 
ments are expired ; nor to any perſon who came by the 
poſſeſſion, by act or conſent of the Claimer, or of ſome 


perſon under him; and whoſe poſſeſſion appears to be but 


a bare truſt, In ſuch caſes, the Claimant ſhall be put into 
poſſeſſion, of ſuch Slaves, <4 the Juſtices in manner afore- 
ſaid ; and in caſe of refuſal, the ſame proceedings to be 
had, as if it was an illegal detention. And where 
Slaves unlawfully detained, are lent, rented or hired out, 
the borrower, &c. ſhall not incur the penalty of 51. per 
day, but the lender, &c, ſhall be ſubject to the ſame 
only ; and be levied upon for it accordingly.

XXI. Twenty days redemption allowed on all Out- 
cries of Negroes, as in caſe of Land, before the pro- 
perty is transferred to the Purchaſer, or he obliged to 
make payment; and during that time, the Negroes 
ſhall remain in the hands of the Purchaſer : but he ſhall 
give 1 in double the ſum bid, to re- deliver them 
to the Marſhal, in caſe of redemption, to be forthwith 
delivered to the perſon redeeming them: If the Purchaſer 
refuſe to deliver them, he ſhall from the day of ſuch re- 
fuſal, be deemed an unlawful detainer; and be in all 
reſpects liable to be proſecuted therefor, before the two 
next Juſtices, as before mentioned. 

PRoviso. But where the Negroes, or any of they 
ſo bought at Outcry, die a natural death between the 
days of Outcry, and Redemption, the Purchaſer ſhall 
ſuffer no loſs; and be only liable to a delivery of 
ſuch of them, as are then living. If no Redemption is 
made within 20 days, the property ſhall be ſettled in the 
Purchaſer ; and the Marſhal ſhall paſs his Bill of Sale, 
and demand the value of the Outcry : which ſhall be 
immediately paid, or the Purchaſer liable to the penal- 
ties in this Act, on Sales at Outcry. 

XXII. and XXIII. See Executors. 

XXIV. When a Slave ſhall be executed, and the value 
certified as the Law directs; then if any perſon hath any 
right to a reverſion or remainder in ſuch Slave, the 
Juſtices and Freeholders ſhall enquire into it upon, or 
immediately after the trial; and the value thereof, after 
the party injured is paid, ſhall be by them inſerted in the 
Certificate, and awarded to ſuch perſon or his Repre- 
ſentative, who fhall be paid by the "Treaſurer, out of the 
whole value of ſuch Slave; the other part being due to 
ſuch perſon, who hath a preſent Eftate therein. The

aid enquiry to be made upon the oath of the party de- 
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manding ſatisfaction; who ſhall have no Certificate 
ranted to him, until he ſwears whether there be a Re- 
verſi-n , and if any, in whom it is. 

XXV. Commander of any Veſſel, or other Mariner 
carrying, Or attempting to carry off the Iſtand, an 
Slave, without the Owner's conſent, ſhall forfeit 200 . 
for every Slave carried off; and 500. for every Slave at- 
tempted to be carried off, to the Owner of fuch Slave; 
to be recovered by Action of Debt, in any Court of 
Common Pleas. If the Slave is carried off; recovery 
ſhall be had againſt the Security, for ſuch Veſlel ; out of 
which forfeiture, the Informer is to be paid one third ; 
recoverable before the two next Juſtices, as Servants 
Wages.

XXVII. Five years quiet poſſeſſion of Slaves, without 
lawful interruption, ſhall be a good title againſt all 

rſons, as in caſe of Land. 

Proviso. Except Feme-Coverts, Infants, Perſons of 
unſound memories, and abſent Perſons ; who are allowed 
two years after their reſpective diſabilities are removed, to 
proſecute their titles, | 

XXVIII. Perſons making any claim to Slaves, within 
the time limitted by this Act, ſhall by the ſaid Action or 
ſome other, if brought within five years then next after, 
bring the ſame to trial; which ſhall be concluſive on the 
Plaintiff's part for ever: and this Act may be given in 
Evidence. 

XXIX. If any Judge, Juſtice or Officer of any Court 
concerned in the execution of this Act, ſhall neglect the 
duty required of him, upon proof thereof before the 
Governor and Council, he ſhall be forthwith turned out 
of his Office: If the Conſtable neglects his duty, the 
Juſtices before whom the matter lies, ſhall commit him 
to Gaol for ſix months, and charge ſome other Conſtable 
with the duty. | 

XXX. If anv perſon duly ſummoned to appear, or 
ſummoned as an Evidence, ſhall refuſe to appear, or to 
anſwer ſuch queſtions as ſhall be required of them, ſuch 
Ofenders ſhall by the ſaid Juſtices, be committed to 


Gaol for ſix months. 
 Proviso. Members of the Council, are exempted from 


acting as Juſtices on Complaints of Detinue ; becauſe ' 
they are Judges of all Errors, it any Writ of Error 
ſhould be brought on their proceedings. And if a Juſtice 
is related to either party in ſuch a degree, as is a legal 
exception to a Juror, he may be excepted againſt, by 
either party, before there is any hearing of the matter, 
but not afterwards ; his fellow Juſtice is to be the Judge

XXXII. If any perſon ſhall ſhew Negroes or other 
effects, to an Officer in ſatisfaction of any demand 
againſt him, other than what he may legally ſhew, he 
ſaall forfeit to the Party grieved 200/. to be recovered 
before any two neighbouring Juſtices, as in caſe of 
Servants wages. And every Officer who ſhall attach 
Slaves or other Effects, ſhall ſet up Notes in every Town 


of this Iſland, mentioning the particulars of the Levy» 
&c. 10 days before any Sale, under the penalty of 1000. 
half to the Informer, the other to the uſe of the For- 
tifications; to be recovered as Servants wages: And 
whoever ſhall pull down or deface any ſuch Note, before 
the ten days and Sale are over, ſhall forfeit 101. for 
every Slave mentioned in ſuch Note; and if there are no 
Slaves, then 101. only, for every ſuch Note pulled 
down or defaced ; to the ſame uſes, and recoverable as 
aforeſaid. | 

XXXIII. If the two Juſtices differ in opinion, on 
Complaints before them concerning Negroes, in pur- 
ſuance of this ACt ; they are to take to their aſſiſtance, 
the next Juſtice; and any two of them agreeing, ſhall 
determine the matter in complaint, | 
XXXIV. Caveats may be entered in the Secretary's 
Office, againſt ſending Slaves off the Iſland, to be of 
force for one year; but they are renewable from year to 

ear, | 

l No. 159. Cl. I. Any perſon fraudulently carrying off 
the Iſland, any Slaves belonging to another perſon, 
without a Ticket duly obtained; ſhall on Conviction at 
the Grand Seſſions, ſuffer death without benefit of 
Clergy. And the Veſſel in which ſuch Slave ſhall be 
carried off, with the Cargo, or ſuch part thereof as 
belongs to the Offender, ſhall be forfeited; and re- 
covered in the Court of Exchequer, by the Informer or 
the Attorney General: out of which the Owner of the 
Slave ſo carried off, and not returned him, ſhall be paid 
all his Damages; and the overplus, ſhall be for the uſe

II. Every perſon aſſiſting, or abetting any perſon to 
commit ſuch Felony ; of concealing any perſon having 
commited ſuch Felony ; ſhall be received as an Acceſſary:

I. If a Slave ſhall wilfully entertain, or 
conceal any run-away Slave, and be thereof adjudged 
guilty, by any Juſtice of the Peace, upon proof or con-

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Attorney, or to ſome diſcreet perſon, to be approved of 
by the Tultice, to ſearch for, and apprehend ſuch run- 
away Slave; and all other Slaves, that the Cumplainant 
ſhall have juſt cauſe to ſuſpect, of wilfully entertaining 
and concealing ſuch run-away ; and to bring them 


before ſuch Juſtice, to be puniſhed as aforeſaid ; Of 


ſuch Complaints, and the Proceedings thereon, the 
Juſtice is to make Record, And the perſon to whom 
ſuch Warrant is directed, may raiſe and arm 10 Men, 
to aſſiſt him in the execution thereof, þ 

III. But he is not to execute, or be aiding or con- 
ſ-nting, to the execution of any other Writ, at the 
ſame time; under the penalty of 50. recoverable by 
Action; half to his Majeſty, the other to the perſon 
aggrieved, who may ſue for the ſame.

PRov1s0. But if the lawful Owner of Goods lo ſeized, 
ſhall appear before the Juſtice, they ſhall be reſtored to 
him; he paying a Sum not exceeding 5s. to the perſon 
who took them. If the Owner of Plate, or other 
valuable goods fo ſeized, be not preſently known, the 
Juſtice before whom they are carried, ſhall under the

If any Slave having charge of his Maſter's 
Cart, Cattle, &c. ſhall be apprehended in purſuance of 
this Act, whereby ſuch Carriage, &c. may be detained 
to the Owner's prejudice ; he ſhall be diſcharged upon 
Security given to the Juſtice, that ſuch Slave ſhall be 
forthcoming, within ſuch time as the Juſtice ſhall think 
reaſonable. 

VI. Receivers of ſtolen Goods, to be proceeded 
againſt, as Acceſſaries after the Fact. 

Proviso. The Court may order ſuch Acceſſaries, to 
be proſecuted for a Miſdemeanor ; and on conviction, 
to be puniſhed by Fine and Impriſonment, before the 
Principal is convicted: which ſhall exempt ſuch Accet]- 
aries, from farther puniſhment.

5 the next morning; at a Salary of 27/. 6s. per Annum. 
Juſtices to direct how each Watch-man ſhall be armed
